The sewer, when com-

At East Washington street the 
sewer is to be three feet in diame- 
ter and this goes up to four feet at 
Mill street. 


The bricks are laid in n cylindri- 


cal shape and cement; mortar used 
to bind them together. 
When the 


mortar is thoroughly dry the sewer 
is said to be better and cheaper than 
sewers built'of other .materials

Death Almost Instantaneous 
I should say death was either in­ 
stantaneous or else occurred with­ 
in a few minutes after the fracture 
was inflicted,

"There was a blood clot on the 
brain which indicated the child was 
no« dead when its skull was fractur­ 
ed. That fracture was inflicted on 
the living child. It bled. The frac­ 
ture was so great death was practi­ 
cally instantaneous.” 
Dr, Mitchell said he had practiced 
medicine almost thirty 
five years 
and had performed "probably ’l.COO 
autopsies.” 
The doctor was asked what he saw 
wiien he examined the remains of 
the child as "to its recognizabiiity 
He replied: 
"The face was quite good. The fa­ 
cial muscles had not deteriorated." 
Dr. Mitchell said he had a photo­ 
graph of the Lindbergh babv, who 
had been missing 72 days at the 
time the baby was found, and he 
was 
very much impressed that

the same child.” 
Extensive Fracture 
A.ked what, in his opinion, the 
baby died of. Dr. Mitchell said: 
There is absolutely no question but 
what the child died from a fractur­ 
ed skull.” 
' Was it an extensive fracture?” 
"Very extensive. It ran about 1!* 
inches posterior to the left ear. for­ 
ward three or four inches, upward 
and around the back of the head.”

TOO MANY GOVERNMENTS 


HCENTLY Ihc University of Minnesota completed a census of 


local government in ihc United States. 
The census was in 


charge ofVrnfessor Anderson, head of the Department of Civil 
government, and it took two years to complete (he count. 


The survey, just recently published, shows 'that there are 


175,418 local governments in the country, which Professor An- 
derson says is "ten times too many." 
There are in this con- 


glomeration 127,000 school districts, 20,000 townships, -16,000 
incorporated cities, towns and villages, 3,000 counties and S,- 
600 miscellaneous sewer districts, park districts, levee districts, 
mosquito abatement districts, etc., each with a payroll and the 
power to tax. 


This, it will be conceded, is an intolerably wasteful setup, 


creating unnecessary taxes, duplicating jurisdictions and mak- 
ing for inefficiency and extravagance. That is the picture of 
the United States as a whole. 


When our own State of Pennsylvania is looked into there 


is not a much better situation. 
For example, here there are first- 


class cities, second-class cities, second class-A cities, third-class 
cities, boroughs, counties, townships and one lone incorporated 
town. 


In addition lo this there are seven classes of counties, three 


classes of townships, four classes of school districts, independent 
school districts, "57 variiies" of poor boards, road supervisors' 
boards and various local districts, as in some down east counties, 
such as sewer districts and the like. 


Much agitation is now on for the elimination of many of- 


fices, consolidation of others and for combining smaller units of 
government. 
In some states township's have been abolished and 


the county made the unit of government for local affairs. 
This 


move does away with school boards, road supervisors, tax col- 
lectors and an army of justices of the peace and constables, 'any fcarty of a ritual that happens 
Other states have gone farther and combined counties.

Orccr of Sharon has been superin- 
tendent of the Mercer county road 
unit o£ the state highway depart- 
ment since July of 1931. 


Grccr today summarized the con- 


struction or the Pinchot type of road 
during this period at 196.82 miles. 
All are rural routes and constitute 
valuable laterals to the 221 miles of 
concrete road. There are 430 miles 
of the two types of road in use in 
the county. 


Grcer's figures show 195 miles of 


rural routes yet to be improved. By 
ace of legislature of 1934, 1041 miles 
of township road were added to the 
duties of the superintendent. 
The 


office has a jurisdiction over 1668 
miles of road in the county. 


It is the claim of county officials 


that this mileage of improved road 
is high for sixth class "counties in 
north-western Pennsylvania.

Grecr today summarized the con- 


st ruction of the Pinchot type of road 
during this period at 196.82 miles. 
All are rural routes and constitute 
valuable laterals to the 221 miles of 
concrete road. There are 430 miles 
of the two types of road in use in 
the county. 


Greer's figures show 195 miles of 
rural routes yet to be improved. By 
act of legislature of 1934, 1041 miles 
of township road were added to the 
duties of the superintendent. 
The 


office has a jurisdiction over 1668 
miles of road in the county.

The Wagner legislation was modelled 
closely upon the recommendations of 
this committee, whose chairman was 
Secretary of Labor P. kins. 


The president asked congress to 


enact the legislation "with a mini- 
mum of delay." 


"No one can guarantee this coun- 


try against the dangers of-future de- 
pressions," he said, "but we cari re- 
duce these dangers. 


"We can eliminate many of the 


factors that cause economic depres- 
sions and we can provide the means 
of mitigating their results. 
This 


plan for economic security is at once 
a measure of prevention and a meth- 
od o» alleviation. 


"We pay now for the dreadful con- 


sequence of economic insecurity— 
ar " dearly. This plan presents a 
more equitable and infinitely less ex- 
pensive means of meeting those 
costs. 
We cannot afford to neglect 


. the plain duty before us."

Briefly, the following was pro-

posed under these headings: 


UNEMPLOYMENT COMPENSA- 


TION—A uniform pay-roll tax of 3 
per cent would be imposed upon 
industry, contributed by the em- 
ployers and employes alike, or by 
employes 
alone, 
as 
the 
various 


states may decide for themselves, 
funds to be deposited in the federal 
treasury and rebated to the states. 


Only workers that are in the pay 


range of $250 a month and below 
would be eligible under the plan. 
The compensation 
to the unem- 


ployed 
worker who was 
eligible 


would be a maximum of $15 a week, 
with no minimum. The maximum 
benefit period was placed at 16 
weeks, with the worker, after such 
a period, becoming entitled to work 
relief, that is, on public works pro- 
jects 


Extremely wide latitude would be 


allowed the states in deciding their 
maximum and minimum benefits, 
periods, • etc., in lins with varying 
social -and economic conditions in 
the various states. 


But it was emphasized that nil 


state laws must-make contributions 
compulsory, rather than voluntary, 


and the states were warned against 
benefit figures that might exceed 
collection.1;. 


OLD AGE SECURITY (Pensions) 


—This was divided into three cate- 
gories (1) nori-contributory old age 
pensions (2) compulsory contribu- 
tory annuities, and 
(3) voluntary 


contributory annuities. 


For those who are now 65 or over, 


and have no means of support, it 
was proposed to have the federal 
government share the cost with'the 
states that have or will enact old- 
age pension laws, with the federal 
government limiting its share to a 
maximum of $15 a month to an 
individual. 


Compulsory System 


In the compulsory contributory 


system, designed to provide security, 
-for those still employed and looking ! 
forward to old age, it was proposed ; 
to impose 
a 
graduated 
pay-rofl 


tax. beginning at one per cent the 
first year and 'increasing to five 
per cent at the end of .ten years, 
the 
employer and 
employe alike 


contributing. 


The 
tax 
would 
be 
collected 


through the employers, and no ben- 
efits would be paid until the plan 
had been in operation for five years, 
or, in 1942. 


The amounts of annual.annuities 


would depend upon the length of 
time the worker had been contri- 
buting, but the legislation is to 
drawn that a beneficiary would re- i 
ceive approximately 15 per cent of I 
the average monthly wage, and un- j 
likely to exceed in any case more! 
than S30 a month. 


The third of voluntary proposal, 


which would be complementary to 
the other two, would have the gov- 
ernment seli to lovf-salaried individ- 
uals^on a cost basis deferred life an- 
nuities such as commercial insur- 
ance companies now issue. That is, 
the worker could assure himself of 
a life annuity after 65 by voluntar- 
ily insuring himself with the gov- 
ernment. 


Security For Children—The feder- I 


al government proposes to share the • 
cost, with the states of caring 
for 


dependent, parentless children. 


Forty five of the 48 states now 


have some form 
of children's 
aid 


laws, and the Perkins report recom- 
mended that the government share 
this burden- to the extent of one- 
half the state and local expendi- 
tures. 


It was estimated this would not 


cost the federal government in ex- 
cess of $25,000,000 a year. 


Public Health—Federal assistance 


to state and local health systems.! 
and a strengthening of the United 
States public health service. 


So-called health 
insurance 
was 


not recommended at this time al- 
though it is being studied. 


This .program, the president said 


in his message, does not attempt the 
impossible, and it has been so drawn 
as to protect the rights and respon- 
sibilites of the states, and the ca- 
pacity of industry to assume the fi- 
nancial responsibilities' entrailed. 


"It is overwhelmingly important," 


he said "to avoid any 
danger of 


permanently disoretiting the sound 
and necessary policy of federal leg- 
islation for economic security by at- 
tempting to apply it on too ambi- 
tious a scale before actual experi- 
ence has provided? guidance for the 
permanently safe direction of such 
efforts. 


"The place of such a fundamen- 


tal in our future civilization is too 
precious to be •jeopardized now by 
extravagant 
action. If is a sound 


idea. Most, of the other 
advanced 


countries of the world have already 
adopted ' it 
and 'their experience 


affords knowledge that social insur- 
ance 
can be made a sound 
arid 


workable project."

The ultimate cost of the war is 


a matter of speculation but it un- 
doubtedly will run into well over a 
hundred billion dollars because o£ 
continuing costs including care of 
veterans, their dependents, interest 
charges and other outlays.

running around' a Half billion dol- 
lars a year.

Postal Savings 
Trend Is Revealed 


Figures On Funds In Postal 
Savings In District Are 


Presented

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 17.— 
If the trend in postal savings is ac­ 
cepted as an index, confidence in 
banks returned 
to 
a 
materially 
greater degree in New Castle than 
the nation generally last fiscal year, 
according to figures just made pub­ 
lic by the Post Office Department. 
The fact th a t in the 1934 fiscal 
year postal savings declined 11 per 
cent in New Castle but increased 
about one per cent in the nation 
would 
indicate 
the 
back-to-the 
banks movement was 
much 
pro­ 
nounced in New Castle than the 
country generally. 
Postal savings deposits in 
New 
Castle totaled $348,521 on June 30, 
1934, as against $392,315 on June 
30. 1933. 
Unlike in New Castle, postal sav­ 
ings in many of the 
communities 
about New Castle increased during 
the same period. They 
increased 
from $208,788 to $217,857 in Beaver 
Falls, from $51,103 to 
$64,272 
in 
Coraopolis, from $93,842 to $146,009 
in Ellwood City, from $5831 to $6742 
in Mercer, from $2121 to $6765 in 
Slippery Rock, and from $12,125 to 
$15,939 in Wampum. They fell from 
$114,852 to $97,265 in 
Butler 
and 
from $5001 to $47li in Zelienople.

Dear Sir: 


In relation to the availability of 


the abandoned post office for use 
as a City Building or Library, would 
it not be wise to look a little into 
the future and consider -what is 
best in the long pull, as well as to 
the interest of the citizens—those 
who payr the bills. 


It is pretty generally agreed that 


New Castle needs a new City Build- 
ing—that Lawrence county needs a 
new Court House. 
There - is 
no 


agreement at present however, on 
where to build either or both, or 
how to finance them, or whether 
this is the most appropriate time to 


. do so. These matters are debatable 
—much can be said on each side. 


I 
In the not distant future the hon- 


j orable relics that are now 
being 


j used will have to be replaced. Why 
not plan now for a joint City-Coun- 
ty Building for economy in con- 
struction and maintenance, for ef- 
ficiency in city-county government, 
and to save money for the hard- 
pressed taxpayers. 
This is' a rea- 


sonable and logical suggestion and 
in keeping with the constructive 
thought and action of the times. 


1. It docs not take a trained en- 


gineer or construction 
expert 
to 


know that one building can be erec- 
ted for considerably less money than 
two. Even though a joint building 
may be. larger than either of the 
separable buildings there will be but 
one piece of property to buy, one 
set of plans to make, four walls to 
build; one roof to lay, one heating 
system to be installed, less plumb- 
ing, 
plastering, 
electric lighting, 


insurance, less coal, less water, less 
power, less gas, and less janitor 
service. 
The savings in construc- 


tion and maintenance accumulated 
over a period of years will be a 
considerable factor in writing off 
the cost of the building. 


2. There really is no practical 


need for twrj buildings; the business 
of our county and city is'not so 


great as to require separate build- 
ings. There is also;the ^matter of 
.service to the taxpayers; there is 
'"a relation between the business of 
the two governing' units that 'could 
be better served if housed'^together.. 
The average citizens could: be just 
as patriotic in paying his taxes in 
one building as in going to two, a 
quarter to a half-mile apart. 


There is also >a more vital reason 


for such a building and that is the 
tendency to amalgamate city and 
county, units and the consolidation 
of government under less heads and 
departments. The movement -has 
been started and though 
strongly 


resisted, will, backed by the force 
of public opinion and the need for 
economy, be eventually successful. 
Under this plan will come the elim- 
ination of many offices whose func- 
tions duplicate others; combing the 
duties' under one head. This will 
mean closer co-operation 
between 


administrative offices—perhaps the 
setting up of the county as the 
unit of government, with one as- 
sessor, one tax-collector, one "treas- 
ured, one .attorney, one clerk/ and 
so on down through the list. Pow- 
erful public influences, as well as 
a large section of the press is open- 
ly supporting this plan, and it will 
;row. But whether or-not it is ul- 
timately successful in entirely elim- 
inating, duplicating offices and of- 
fice holders, a -closer co-ordination 
of local government is an eventual- 
ly with consequent savings to the 
taxpayers. 
One adquate bu.Hding, 


suitable for all purposes will meet 
our needs and is in line with pro- 
gress. 
' 3. A building of this type will" be' 
a vital 'saving to the taxpayers in 
this important respect; it will take; 
less valuable land out of taxation. 
To illustrate: Recently one of the 
county commissioners stated to the 
writer that the land on which our 
new post, office stands took more 
than $8000 in taxes from the county. 
Before being purchased by the Fed- 
eral government, the assessments on 
the properties on this corner yield- 
ed more than $8,000 in taxes. As 
federal, state, county, city, church, 
school and library properties are 
not taxed, would it be economical to 
put on the' tax free-list two valu- 
able pieces of property when one 
will suffice. 


Land is still the base of every 


taxation' plan devised; probably it 
always .will be. The more land ex- 
empted frcm taxation for public 
buildings, for any reason, throws 
a correspondingly heavier burden 
on the tax-paying . land 
owners. 


j.hose who favor this,'if any, are 
not important in numbers. The old 
post office site, is on one of the 
most important- and valuable cor- 
ners in the city, it -would make a 
good library without doubt. Like- 
wise a city building. But if used 
for business purposes the taxes de- 
rived from it would help, if not en- 
tirely offset the $8000 loss in taxes 
to the county occasioned by our 
new federal building.

Dear Sir: 


In relation to the availability of 


the abandoned post office for use 
as a City Building or Library, would 
it not be wise to look a little into 
the future and consider what is 
^est in the long pull, as well as to 
the interest of the citizens—those 
who pay, the bills. 


It is pretty generally agreed that 


New Castle needs a new City Build- 
ing—that Lawrence county needs a 


I new Court House. 
There is 
no 


agreement at present however, on 
where to build either or both, or 
how to finance them, or whether 
this is the most appropriate time to 
do so. These matters are debatable 
—much can be said on each side. 


In the not distant future the hon- 


orable relics that are now 
being 


used will have to be replaced. Why 
not plan now for a joint City-Coun- 
ty Building for economy in con- 
struction and maintenance, for ef- 
ficiency in city-county government, 
and to save money for the hard- 
pressed taxpayers. This is' a rea- 
sonable and logical suggestion and 
in keeping with the constructive 
thought and action of the times. 


1. It does not take a trained en- 


gineer or construction expert 
to 


know that one building can be erec- 
ted for considerably less money than 
two. 
Even though a joint building 


may be. larger than either of the 
separable buildings there will be but 
one piece of property to buy. one 
set of plans to make, four walls to 
build; one roof to lay, one heating 
system to be installed, less plumb- 
ing, 
plastering, 
electric 
lighting, 


insurance, less coal, less water, less 
power, less gas, and less janitor 
service. 
The savings in construc- 


tion and maintenance accumulated 
over a period of years will be a 
considerable factor in writing off 
the cost of the building. 


2. There really is no practical 


need for tw<5 buildings; the business 
of our county and city is'not so 


great as to require separate build- 
ings. There is also -the matter of 
service to the taxpayers; there is 
a relation between the business of 
the two governing units that could 
be better served if housed together. 
The average citizens could be just 
as patriotic in paying his taxes in 
one building as in going to two, a 
quarter to s, half-mile apart. 


There is also a more vital reason 


for such a building and that is the 
tendency to amalgamate city and 
county, units and the consolidation 
of government under less heads and 
departments. The movement 
has 


been started and though 
strongly 


resisted, will, backed by the force 
of public opinion and the need for 
economy, be eventually successful. 
Under this plan will come the elim- 
ination of many offices whose func- 
tions duplicate others; combing the 
duties' under one head. 
This will 


mean closer co-operation 
between 


administrative offices—perhaps the 
setting up of the county as the 
unit of government, with one as- 
sessor, one tax-collector, one "traas- 
urer\ one attorney, one clerk, and 
so on down through the list. Pow- 
erful public influences, as well as 
a large section of the press is open- 
ly supporting this plan, and it will 
grow. But whether or not it is ul- 
timately successful in entirely elim- ! 
inating duplicating offices and of- i 
fice holders, a closer co-ordination ' 
of local government is an eventual- 
ly with consequent savings to the 
taxpayers. 
One adquate building, 
suitable for all purposes will meet 
our needs and is in line with pro- 
gress. 


3. A building of this type will be' 
a vital saving to the taxpayers in 
this important respect; it -will take 
less valuable land out of taxation 
To illustrate: Recently one of the 
county commissioners stated to thei 
writer that the land on which our 
new post office stands took more 
than $SOOp in taxes from the county 
Before being purchased by the Fed- 
eral government, the assessments on 
the properties on this corner yield- 
ed more than $8..000 in taxes. 
As 


federal, state, county, city, church 
school and library properties are 
not taxed, would it be economical to 
put on the tax free-list two valu- 
able pieces of property when one' 
will suffice. 


Land is still the base of everv 


taxation plan devised; probably i't 
always will be. The more land ex- 
empted from taxation for public 
buildings, for any reason, throws 
a correspondingly heavier burden 
on the tax-paying 
land 
owners 


Those who favor this, if any, are 
not important in numbers. ' The old 
post office site, is on one of the 
most important- and valuable cor- 
ners in the city. It would make a 
good library without doubt. Like- 
vise a city building. But if used 
for business purposes the taxes de- 
•ived from it would help, if not en- 
irely offset the $8000 loss in taxes 
to the county occasioned by our 
new federal building.

In announcing the find, the school 
revealed an X-ray photograph had 
been made of a tooth-'in the mouth 
of an 18 year old girl who came to 
the clinic for treatment. It had no 
root, the print showed. Further ex- 
posures showed all the girl's teeth 
were Toothless. 


Continuing their studies, the doc- 


tors examined her 
entire 
family. 


The father's teeth and those of an- 
other sister 14, also were found to be 
without roots. 
The teeth of the 


mother and two other sisters were 
normal. 
In Perfect Shape 


The rootless teeth, according to 


Dr. J. C. Eselrnan were all perfect 
in appearance and normal in color. 
However, they had not root or pulp 
chambers. A bony attachment and 
the gum tissue fastened them in the 
jaw. 


Efforts are now being made 
to 


trace the case through fonr_ gener- 
ations of the family. Authorities also 
hope to find how rootless teeth ap- 
pear • in the 
"milk teeth" stage 


through examination of two small- 
er girls in the family, one three and 
the other four years of age.

In announcing the find, the school 
revealed an X-ray photograph had 
been made of a tooth in the mouth 
of an 18 year old girl who came to 
the clinic for treatment. It had no 
root, the print showed. Further ex­ 
posures showed all the girl’s teeth 
were roothless. 
Continuing their studies, the doc- 
tons examined her 
entire 
family. 
The father's teeth and those of an­ 
other sister 14, also were found to be 
without roots. 
The teeth of the 
mother and two other sLsters were 
normal. 
In Perfect Shape 
The rootless teeth, according to 
Dr. J. C. Eselman were all perfect 
in appearance and normal in color. 
However, they had not root or pulp 
chambers. A bony attachment and 
the gum tissue fastened them in the 
jaw. 
Efforts are now being made 
to 
trace the case tlirough four gener­ 
ations of the family. Authorities also 
hope to find how^ rootless teeth ap­ 
pear 
in the 
“milk 
teeth” 
stage 
' through examination of two small­ 
er girls in the family, one three and 
the other four years of age.
